Part  1470 — Pood  Storage  Facilities 
restrictions  on  use  of  freezer  space 
The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result  in 
a  shortage  of  freezer  space  for  the  freez- 
ing and  storage  of  perishable  foods.  The 
following  order  is  deemed  necessary  and 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense: 

§  1470.3  Restrictions  on  use  of  freezer 
space — (a)  Definitions.  When  used  in 
this  order,  unless  otherwise  distinctly 
expressed  or  manifestly  incompatible 
with  the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any  indi- 
vidual, partnership,  association,  business 
trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized  group 
of  persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not, 
and  includes  the  United  States,  or  any 
agency  thereof,  any  State  or  political 
subdivision  or  agency  thereof,  and  any 
other  Government  or  agency  thereof. 

(2)  The  term  "freezer  space"  means 
any  artificially  cooled  storage  space  of 
10,000  cubic  feet  net  capacity  or  more 
which  can  be  maintained  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  29  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  lower 
(not  operated  as  a  part  of  an  established 
wholesale  or  retail  food -business,  hotel, 
or  other  establishment  where  persons 
are  housed  or  fed,  and  not  including  that 
portion  of  the  freezer  space  occupied  by 
individual  lockers  having  a  capacity  of 
less  than  25  cubic  feet,  curing  cellars, 
cutting  rooms,  and  chill  rooms,  held  in 
excess  of  29  degrees  Fahrenheit,  which 
are  used  in  the  processing  of  meat) . 

(3)  The  term  "excluded  commodities," 
means  any  commodity  not  to  be  placed 
in  freezer  space  as  designated  by  the 
Director. 

(4)  The  term  "limited-storage  com- 
modities" means  any  commodity  which 
may  be  placed  in  freezer  space  but  not 
held  there  for  a  longer  period  of  time 
than  designated  by  the  Director. 

(5)  The  term  "storage  month"  means 
the  period  during  which  the  monthly 
rate  charged  for  the  storage  of  any  com- 
modity is  applicable. 

(6)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration. 

(b>  Restrictions  on  use  of  freezer 
space.  No  person  operating  freezer 
space  facilities  shall,  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  order,  unless  specifically  au- 
thorized by  the  Director: 
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(1 )  Receive  for  freezing  or  for  storage 
in  such  freezer  space  excluded  commodi- 
ties. 

(2)  Retain  in  freezer  space  in  such 
facility  excluded  commodities  after  the 
expiration  of  the  current  storage  month 
applicable  to  every  item  or  lot  of  com- 
modities in  storage:  Provided,  That  a 
minimum  period  of  ten  days,  excluding 
Sundays,  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
order  shall  be  allowed  in  which  to  re- 
move all  such  commodities  from  such 
facility. 

(3>  Retain  in  freezer  space  for  a  pe- 
riod in  excess  of  ten  days  any  limited- 
storage  commodity:  Provided,  That  a 
period  of  ten  days,  excluding  Sundays, 
from  the  effective  date  of  this  order  or 
a  period  to  the  end  of  the  current  stor- 
age month,  whichever  is  the  longer,  will 
be  allowed  in  which  to  remove  from  such 
facility  all  such  commodities  that  are 
now  in  storage. 

(4)  Accept  for  storage  in  freezer  space 
limited-storage  commodities,  which  have 
previously  been  held  in  freezer  space  for 
a  period  of  ten  days  or  more. 

(c)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter  en- 
tered into,  or  any  rights  accrued,  or 
payments  made  thereunder. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  rec- 
ords and  other  writings,  premises  of, 
or  commodities  held  in  storage  by,  any 
person,  and  to  make  such  investigations, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in 
his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records 
by,  any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  pur- 
suant to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942. 

(f)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director.  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  redelegate  to 
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any  employee  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of 
the  authority  vested  in  him  by  this 
order.  ' 

(g)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  set- 
ting forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  which 
action  shall  be  final. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  any 
material  or  facilities  subject  to  priority 
or  allocation  control  by  the  War  Food 
Administrator,  and  may  recommend 
that  any  such  person  be  prohibited  from 
receiving,  making  any  deliveries  of,  or 
using  materials  or  facilities  subject  to 
the  priority  or  allocation  control  of  other 
governmental  agencies.  In  addition, 
any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and 
all  applicable  laws.  Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(i)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  instructions  to  the  contrary 
are  issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed 
to  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution, 
War  Food  Administration,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington 
25,  D.  C,  Ref .  FD  90. 

<j>  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  forty-eight 
States  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

(k>  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  De- 
cember 24,  1943.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  FDO  90  and  FDO  90.1. 

These  two  related  orders — FDO  90  and 
FDO  90.1 — exclude  specified  types  of  meat 
by-products  and  miscellaneous  parts 
from  public  "freezer"  cold  storage  space; 
and  they  limit  the  occupancy  period  for 
other  specified  types  of  meat  by-products 
and  miscellaneous  parts  to  10  days. 

Together  with  other  steps  that  have 
been  taken  by  the  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration and  others,  the  action  will 


free  approximately  10  percent  of  U.  S. 
public  freezer  space  (below  30  degrees  F.) 
and  relieve  the  current  shortage  of  such 
space,  which  is  badly  needed  during  the 
next  two  or  three  months  in  order  to  hold 
the  current  record  volume  of  slaughtered 
livestock  as  well  as  other  commodities. 

The  commodities  covered  by  the  com- 
panion orders  (1)  are  as  suitable  for 
storage  in  "cooler"  space  (30-35  degrees) 
as  in  freezer  space;  or  (2)  they  are  rela- 
tively low  in  food  value; 


Commodities  entirely  excluded  from 
freezer  space  occupancy  are  lard  (in- 
cluding rendered  pork  fat),  cured  meats, 
tallow,  oleo  oil,  rendered  suet,  bonesi 
lungs,  udders,  and  horse  meat; 

Commodities  that  may  remain  in 
freezer  space  for  only  a  single  period  of 
10  days  are  stomachs,  pork  skins,  hearts, 
heads,  ears,  tripe,  fries,  melts,  plucks, 
chitterlings,  snouts,  hocks,  pork  tails,  pigs 
feet,  veal  tails  and  ox  tails,  kidneys,  and 
knuckles.

'8)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Pood 
Administration. 


(b)  Restrictions  on  use  of  freezer  space.

(c)  Reduction  of  the  quantity  of  vari- 
ous commodities  stored  in  freezer  space. 
No  person  shall,  after  thirty  days,  fol- 
lowing the  effective  date  of  this  order, 
unless  specifically  authorized  by  the  Di- 
rector, store  or  cause  to  be  stored  in 
freezer  space  facilities  more  than  a  total 
of  eighty  percent  by  weight  of  the  re- 
duced storage  commodities  held  in  stor- 
age in  freezer  space  as  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  order.  This  reduction  shall 
apply  to  the  total  of  the  stocks  of  reduced 
storage  commodities  of  each  person  held 
in  each  freezer  space  facility  without 
regard  to  commodities.  This  paragraph 
(c)  shall  not  apply  to  the  Armed  Services 
of  the  United  States  or  to  persons  holding 
poultry  for  a  governmental  agency  pur- 
suant to  paragraph  (b)  of  FDO  91  (8  PR. 
17302).  The  restriction  contained  in 
this  paragraph  (c)  shall  continue  in 
effect  only  until  June  1, 1944. 

(d)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter 
entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued,  or 
payments  made  thereunder.

(d)  Records  and  reports.  Any  person 
operating  a  facility  containing  freezer 
space  shall: 


(1)  Within  ten  days  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  order,  report  to  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration. Washington,  D.  C,  Ref.  F.R. 
90,  on  Form  FDO  90-1  the  following 
information : 

(1)  The  total  quantity  of  all  commodi- 
ties designated  in  paragraph  (b)  hereof 
held  by  such  person  in  freezer  space  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  order. 

(ii)  The  total  quantity  of  all  commod- 
ities designated  in  paragraph  (c)  hereof 
held  by  such  person  in  freezer  space  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  order.

These  two  related  orders — FDO  90  and 
FDO  90.1 — exclude  specified  types  of  meat 
by-products  and  miscellaneous  parts 
from  public  "freezer"  cold  storage  space; 
and  they  limit  the  occupancy  period  for 
other  specified  types  of  meat  by-products 
and  miscellaneous  parts  to  10  days. 

Together  with  other  steps  that  have 
been  taken  by  the  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration and  others,  the  action  will 


free  approximately  10  percent  of  U.  S. 
public  freezer  space  (below  30  degrees  F.) 
and  relieve  the  current  shortage  of  such 
space,  which  is  badly  needed  during  the 
next  two  or  three  months  in  order  to  hold 
the  current  record  volume  of  slaughtered 
livestock  as  well  as  other  commodities. 

The  commodities  covered  by  the  com- 
panion orders  (1)  are  as  suitable  for 
storage  in  "cooler"  space  (30-35  degrees) 
as  in  freezer  space;  or  (2)  they  are  rela- 
tively low  in  food  value; 


Commodities  entirely  excluded  from 
freezer  space  occupancy  are  lard  (in- 
cluding rendered  pork  fat),  cured  meats, 
tallow,  oleo  oil,  rendered  suet,  bones, 
lungs,  udders,  and  horse  meat; 

Commodities  that  may  remain  in 
freezer  space  for  only  a  single  period  of 
10  days  are  stomachs,  pork  skins,  hearts, 
heads,  ears,  tripe,  fries,  melts,  plucks, 
chitterlings,  snouts,  hocks,  pork  tails,  pigs 
feet,  veal  tails  and  ox  tails,  kidneys,  and 
knuckles.
